FOREWORD 


The  lover  of  gladiolus  must  consider  two  fundamental  factors  when  he  purchases  bulbs  for 
his  garden — quality,  and  price. 

Our  prices  speak  for  themselves.  A  glance  at  them  will  show,  when  the  discount  has  been 
deducted,  that  they  are  extremely  low.  An  even  greater  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  quan¬ 
tity-price  section  of  this  price  list.  It  will  pay  you  to  look  at  it. 

We  wish  that  we  could  illustrate  the  quality  of  our  bulbs  as  easily  as  we  have  the  fairness 
of  our  prices.  We  should  like  to  send  a  few  of  our  bulbs  as  samples  to  each  person  on  our 
mailing  list,  or  better  still,  to  show  him  through  our  store  rooms  so  that  he  might  see  for  him¬ 
self  the  unexcelled  quality  of  our  stock.  But,  unfortunately,  it  would  be  highly  impracticable 
to  do  either.  We  must  therefore  be  content  with  trying  to  tell  you  about  it. 

The  two  hundred  varieties  that  we  list  include  the  best  of  foreign  and  domestic  intro¬ 
ductions.  They  include  the  best  in  the  various  color  classes.  They  represent  a  selection,  on  the 
basis  of  merit,  from  the  thousand  and  more  varieties  that  we  have  grown. 

Our  bulbs  are  a  product  of  a  soil  that  is  amply  rich  for  nourishment,  and  sufficiently 
sandy  to  produce  clean,  scab  free  bulbs.  They  are  a  result  of  corn  belt  sunshine,  and  natural 
rainfall  aided  by  Skinner  irrigation.  They  are,  for  the  most  part,  grown  from  small  bulbs, 
and  are  young,  high  crowned,  and  vigorous.  The  Chief  Plant  Inspector  o  Illinois  has  certi¬ 
fied  them  as  being  free  from  harmful  diseases  and  insects  including  thrips. 

During  the  four  years  since  1928,  our  flowers  have  been  exhibited  at  two  American  Glad¬ 
iolus  Society  Shows,  those  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  We  hold  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only  exhibitor  who  has  won  the  A.G.S.  gold  medal,  for  the  most  points 
in  the  professional  division,  for  two  years  of  the  last  four. 

In  addition  to  the  A.G.S.  Shows  our  flowers  have  been  exhibited  at  four  Illinois  Glad¬ 
iolus  Society  Shows. 

In  these  six  shows  they  have  won  13  silver  cups,  one  silver  pitcher,  eight  gold  medals,  17 
silver  medals,  and  18  bronze  medals.  They  have  won  ten  purple  ribbons,  109  blue  ribbons, 
73  red  ribbons,  and  43  white  ribbons. 

In  other  words,  Heberling’s  Gladiolus  have  been  awarded  enough  ribbons  to  stretch 
end  to  end  for  more  than  half  a  city  block,  and  cups  and  medals  enough  to  start  a  modest 
jewelry  store. 

From  these  facts  a  conclusion  may  be  deduced  that  has  already  been  verified  by  our 
customers  of  past  seasons.  We  mean  simply  that  our  bulbs  possess  a  healthy  vigor,  and  a 
wealth  of  vitality  that  is  unusual.

We  guarantee  all  bulbs  and  bulblets  purchased  from  us  to  be  true  to  name,  full  sized,  and 
free  of  disease  and  insects  including  thrips.  We  will  replace  stock  or  refund  the  purchase  price 
of  all  bulbs  and  bulblets  purchased  from  us  that  are  not  satisfactory.

The  terms  and  discounts  immediately  following  apply  only  to  the  first  section  of 
prices  in  this  price  list.  They  do  not  apply  to  the  f.o.b.  Easton  quotations. 

All  shipments  will  be  prepaid.  Please  include  both  parcel  post  and  express  addresses. 
We  will  ship  the  cheaper  way. 

Each  order  must  be  accompanied  by  remittance  in  full,  or  a  20%  deposit,  the  balance  to 
be  C.  0.  D. 

No  order  for  less  than  $1.00  will  be  accepted. 

Orders  received  before  March  15  will  be  shipped  on  or  near  that  date  unless  we  are  in¬ 
structed  otherwise.  If  requested,  we  can  make  shipment  within  twenty-four  hours  of  receipt 
of  order.

SIZES  AND  SUBSTITUTIONS 

Our  bulbs  are  all  carefully  mechanically  graded  for  size.  They  are  listed  in  six  sizes  and  bulblets. 
The  bulb  sizes  are  as  follows:  No.  1  (over  inch),  No.  2  No.  3  (1-1 34),  No.  4 

(3A-1),  No.  5  (y2- K),  and  No.  6  i}A-Y2). 

Another  grading  system  that  is  sometimes  used  lists  bulbs  in  three  sizes,  Large,  Medium, 
and  Small.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  Large  bulbs  are  usually  the  same  size  as  our 
No.  2  size,  that  the  Mediums  are  the  same  as  our  No.  4s,  and  that  the  Small  bulbs  correspond 
to  our  No.  5s  and  No.  6s. 

We  do  not  substitute  varieties  without  permission.  However,  at  this  season  when  many 
varieties  are  sold  short,  we  request  permission  to  substitute  different  sizes  of  the  variety  or¬ 
dered.  The  bulbs  will  be  as  nearly  the  size  ordered  as  possible,  and  we  promise  that  you  will 
receive  your  money’s  worth.
